Lumbermen Ask — 
Government Aid 


(Edmonton Journal) 

“That the meeting of the’ board 
of trade held in the council chambers 
yesterday afternoon the following re- 
solution was. unanimously adopted 


and will at once be forwarded by 
wire to the Department of the In+ 
terior at Ottawa. 

“That this meeting of the boed 


of trade of the city of Edmonton resi 
cognizing the great detriment ‘that 
the shortage of lumber will be to 
the building trade of the cities of Ed- 
monton, Strathcona and the surroun- 
ding country, occasioned through the 
loss of the three local mills at Ed- 
montob, heartily endonses their  re- 
quest to (qe Department of the In- 
terior, namely:—That they should be 
allowed without delay to cut logs 
whenever found on government jand 
adjacent to the Saskatchewan river 
and streams in order to get logs to 
keep their mills running this year.” 
The meeting was called for the pur- 
pose of hearing the lumbermen of the 
city, who desired the endorsation of 
the board in asking the government 


for certain special concessions in 
view of the recent severe — lossses by 
flood. Owing to the shortness of 


the notice of the meeting the atten- 
dance was not very largely attended, 
but all those present were heartily in 
favor of acceding to the request of 
the lumbermen,. 

W. H. Clark, manager of the Ed- 
monton Lumber Campany, addressed 
the meeting on the question. He 
stated that it was well known that 
the different lumber companies in the 
city had lost large quantities of 
logs by the recent high weter in 
the river. ‘He stated that the loss 
was so heavy that the mills would 
be forced to suspend operations for 
the summer unless they could get 
more logs at once. On the flats up 
the river there were several small 
clumps of timber on government land 
mostly poplar and spruce. These 
were in such small quantities that 
they were not recognized as timber 
limits. Mr, Cldrk said the lumber- 
men wished to secure permission to 


cut these as their own timber was” G 


so far from the river bank, that it 
would take too long to get it out 
Ifthe mills could get this lumber they 
would be able to operate, but other- 
wise they would be forced to shut 
down, If they were compelled to do 
this it would mean a great loss not 
only to the mill owners themselves, 
but also to the city at large, 
building operations would be retard- 
ed and made more expensive. The 
local lumber thgt could be used for 
much of the work was from $6 to 
$10 cheaper than B.C. lumber. 

John Walter added that the idea 
of the mill owners was to get the 
permission to cut the timber that 
stood in small bunches along the ri- 
ver banks and along the smatter 
streams. They could then let sever- 
al contracts and thus make up about 
half what they had lost by the flood. 
It would take months to get a _ per- 
mitfor this in the regular way and 
this permit would be of no use to 
them unless they could get it immed- 
iately. He added that of course 
they would not get this as cheap as 
they could from their own limits. 
They would probably have to pay 
$1.50, where they could get it from 
their own limits for 5@ cents. In 
reply to a question by D, R. Fraser, 
Mr. Walter stated that they estimat- 
ed that they had lost about thalf of 
their winter’s cut. The supply was 
not so large as last year, however. 
The question of whether they would 
be able to encroach on _ settlers’ 
rights by this occasion was raised, 
but it was thought that the govern- 
ment would jook after this. 

Alexander McDonald, manager of 
the D. R. Fraser Co., strongly sup- 
ported the arguments of the two pre- 
vious speakers. He also suggested 
that the board of trade in making 
representations to the government 
might point out that the three mills 
of the city had recently expended 
large sums of money in improving 
and extending their plants and = in- 
stalling new machinery and_ that 
they should not be forced to remain 
idle, 

A. T. Cushing thought the board 
of trade should endorse the request 
of the mill owners, If they did he 
thought there was little doubt but 
that the permit would be granted. 
James McGeorge, P. EB. Lessard, J. 
3. Walker, Robert Lee, J, T. Blow- 
ey, Samuel Gorman and others all 
expressed their approval of the plan, 
Mr. Gorman advocating the board 
asking the city council to endorse 
their action.

(Toronto Globe) |

fic Ocean for a seal preserve to the 
North American Fur Trading ra 
pany, a corporation that seems: ss 
manipulate the Government and a! 
large part of the Press of the Unit- 
ed States. The Japs will not even 
grant the 60 mile zone, nor surren- 
der their right to use guns in  cap- 
turing seals on the high seas. In 
this attitude they are quite within 
their rights, and while it may be ir- 
ritating for Canadian sealers to be 
warned off by American gunboats 
while the Japs are capturing seals 
under their noses, the preservation 
of international rights on the high 
seas will be found ultimately to the 
advantage of all nations. The New 
York Sun discusses the problem with 
a cool assumption that the rurren- 
der of the rights of all nations at 
the behest of the Fur Sealing C m- 
pany, would be a good thing, and 
that Japan’s refusal is most unfor- 
tunate. This view will be strongly 
opposed in Canada. 
of the freedom of the ocean as an in-| 
ternationalright is far too great to| 
be disregarded, and Canada can ne- 
ver consent ‘to be a party to the pi'o- 
posed relinquishment. For the sur- 
render of our rights for all time it 
has been proposed to give Canada a 
right of entrance to the Yukon terri- 
tor similar to the rights now enjoy- 
ed on the Yukon, the Skeena, und 
the Stikeen Rivers, or to pay over 
some of the rental now paid by the 
company.

This. would be nothing short of a} 
scheme of national piracy, ‘At the 
time of the Paris arbitration in 1893 
Japan was one of the weaker nations 
whose rights could safely be ignored 
once Britain got out of the way. 
Now the Japs are prepared tq assert 
their rights. The real disturbing 
and dangerous factor is the company

But we have to deal, not with a pre- 
sumption, but with a most familiar 
namely, that in every mining 
boom millions of dollars are lost by 
our saving class. The truth is, the 
confidence of the average buyer of 
mining stocks is partly obtained by | 
the government sanction under which 
the company operates not altogether ' 
by persuasions as to the merits of 
the property. 

When the people become shy of min- 
ing stocks, as evidently they now 
are, the necessity for adopting mea- 
sures to check the multiplying of 
mining companies may seem to be 
lessened, for when the public are be- 
ginning to look out for themselves it 
may be felt that there is no need 
for the State to come to their as- 
sistance, 


That comfortable view 
is not to be trusted, Let there be 
two or three sensational ‘strikes’ 
of ore, and it will at once appear 
how little the self-restraint of the 
public really amounts to, The mar- 


ket for mining shares would again be 
worked up to a state of feverish ex- 
citement, and chances would be tak- 
cn #§n worthless stocks exactly as 
they were before.
